The Gleueairn immediate- 
ly increased her lead, and midway be- 
tween the start and the end of the first 
leg substituted a working jib for the 
one of balloon pattern. 


A storm had been brewing since the 


start of the race, and when the boats 
had become well started on their beat 
home it broke, bringing with it great 
Btreiiffth of wind which tossed them 
about like corks. The squall lasted 
about J3 minutes, and when it hud 
passed reefs were shaken out and jibs 
hoisted once more. Amid the tooting 
of whistles and the tiring of guns the 
Glencairu reached the finish line at 
4 :44 :29. The luckless El Heirie, "swift 
Camel," did not come over until 3 :81 :40, 
but she, too. received a royal greeting.

BIMETALLISM IN ENGLAND. 


Declarel That tt In Making Sab- 


•tantfal Px-ogrem. 


LONDON, July 14.—The Bimetallic 


League of Great Britain held its annual 
meeting in the Canon Street hotel. The 
annn:>l report declares that the cause of 
international bimetallism has made sub- 
stantial progress during the year, both 
in Great Britain and abroad. It men- 
tions the resolutions adopted by the 
chamber of deputies in Franco, the 
chamber of representatives iu Belgium, 
and the Prussian diet declariufr for bi- 
metallism, and continues: "In the 
United States all parties and elSFsns 
would welcome international bimetal- 
lism.

down goes the anchor, and th% trawlers 
begin to work. A trawl may be de- 
scribed as a rope many bnncred feet 
long, to which at intervals of St; inches 
fishhooks are attached by lines : bout 
two feet long. There are 3,000 ho. iks tc 
the average trawl, which is attended by 
two men. Each man has 1,500 hooks tc 
bait and care for. The rope is weighted 
to sink within a few feet of the bottom 
and is then bnoyed. The trawl is gen 
erally set late in the afternoon and 
overhauled tho next morning. 


If lack is with the fishermen, 500 cod 


may be taken from a trawl. They are a 
voracious fish, and in seizing the bait 
firmly hook themselves. It often hap- 
pens that the 3,000 hooks may be over- 
hauled without securing more than 50 
fish, but again the catch may be 2,500. 
The boats of the trawlers look some- 
thing like ordinary river skiffs, but 
are very buoyant and easily handled. A 
schooner with 16 men aboard puts out 
4 trawls and 8 men. The rest are 
left, to work the craft and attend to the 
figh as they come in.—Lewiston Journal 


The Chinese Religion. 


Chinese religion has never had the 


puerilities, the animal cults, the cruel- 
ties and fanaticism of other religions. 
Like tho Jews, the Chinese had very 
vague ideas of future rewards and pun- 
ishments and of life after death. Their 
ancestor cult had no mythologic motive 
like that of India Or Japan. The Chi- 
nese, like the Jews and ancient Egyp- 
tians, had the philosophic conception 
that continuation of life lies not iu the 
immortality of the soul, but in the per- 
petual remembrance, of the righteous by 
mankind. The Chinese conld not perse- 
vere with metaphysical problems, and 
so did not advance. 


Confucius appeared at a time when 


the Chinese felt the need of a religion; 
but the gr«-.tP3t of their religious re- 
formers was Lao-tsPii, who was born 
about 004 B. C., or half a century be- 
fore Confucius. He introduced the word 
Tao, "way, "for the idep. of divinity, 
which previously was confused with the 
visible sky (sjnhaug-ti). Tao is the ele- 
ment from which everything comes and 
to which everything returns. Lao-tsen 
also tanght that the departure of the 
soul from the body was no disaster for 
us. But he was too vague to be a con- 
vincing reformer. Confucius was not an 
original thinker like Lao-tsen; he culled 
what he liked from the older writers, 
and allowed people to believe what they 
chose. "When consulted, he spoke in an 
oracular manner, and while satisfying 
no one he offended nobody.—Nature.

An effective mode of changing the as- 


pect of a narrow hallway is depicted by 
Decorator and Furnisher, from which 
these suggestions are a reprint. This 
alteration is effected by placing a settle 
with the back to the stairs. This need 
not be a permanent feature—it can be 
fastened in place so as to bo easily re- 
moved when necessary. Should one pre- 
fer to shut off from public gaze the view 
of stairway, it can be done without sac- 
rificing the light by filling the space 
directly over the bench bauk w ith Jap- 
anese lattice or interlaced fretwork. 
Another artistic idea is to hang a light 
beaded rice or bamboo curtain in this 
space- 


As a rule the houses of modern build 


are arranged on a somewhat different 
plan, being now provided with-what are 
sometimes called reception balls, which 
are generally nearly square. In these it 
is not so difficult to furnish, and if they 
be of generous size they are generally 
arranged as a sort of combined sitting 
and reception room. If the hall be 
small, one may have a hall stand or the 
wall rack and settle beneath, one with a 
bos seat preferred. If there is a spare 
corner a "cozy" maybe fitted up^ or, 
if not, and a window is available, a 
broad, low seat will be an attractive 
feature. A small, low table, a side ta- 
ble with a drawer in it and a number of 
odd chairs must not be omitted. One 
or more growing plants add much to 
the picturesque appearance of a hall, 
and as a background for these a pretty 
threefold screen may be utilized with 
good effect. 


When the hall is situated so as to re- 


ceive, a plentiful supply of sunlight at 
all times of the day, a cool scale of col- 
oring should be selected. With a north 
room be generous with the warm, rich 
tints, the dull reds, olives and golden 
russets and browns. When light is at a 
premium, gladden the sight with its 
nearest equivalent, yellow, iu its vari- 
ety. This would be a most distracting 
color in the glaring light of the noon-

If the weather is mnrky or 
rainy, great care should be exercised in 
cutting grain at all green or molding 
•will take place. 
Jt • this case it is best 


to let it gee thoroughly ripe, even at 
the risk of having poor straw and some 
loes from shattering. 


In most localities grass seed is sown 


on TvinHir grains in the spring, or upon 
oaet In this case itpays tocut the grain 
as early as possible. Of recent years 
grass seed seems to catch better trhen 
sown on oats ground and well covered. 
Jnat why this is so cannot be easily es- 
plained/nnless iE be that the deep COT- 
ering of soil enables the plants to get a 
good start, with large root development, 
thus making resistance of drought possi- 
ble. Oat Straus- is much prized as feed, 
which is another reason this should be 
cut early, especially during a dry sea- 
son, when it can be properly cured. The 
value of oarley largely depends upon its 
color, so every care mttst betaken to get 
ifc into the barn without its being ex- 
posed to dews or rain. If cut with a 
mower and allowed tocure before shock- 
ing; the highest quality of grain is se- 
cured. This method, however, is so la- 
borious and the beards so dJsagreeab'e 
to handle loose that the crop is now 
largely cnt with the self binder and 
treated much as wheat. Where shocked 
in bundles, the grain is apt to be off 
color. 


Self binders have been improved tintil 


it appears that little more can be done 
to make them do more efficient work. 
Small two horse machines are con- 
structed for the use of farmers with 
rough land, or where the area seeded to 
small grains is limited. These are pro- 
vided with roller and ball bearings and 
ran very easily. They do good work in 
any kind of grain. On the other hand, 
there are a number of 12 foot binders 
on the market which can also be used as 
headers. These do well even in the heav- 
iest grain, binding the great mass of 
grain with ease. It is pushed before the 
;eam, four horses being sufficient to 
>ropel ir. With a little alteration the 
jrain can be headed and run into a 
wagon instead of a binding apparatus. 
The three horse machines, however, 
continue to be the favorites and cut the 
greater part of the grain. These have 
jeen greatly simplified until the parts 
of the machine are few compared with 
those of 15 years ago. The work is done 
perfectly. They will work on ground 
too soft for an ordinary reaper. The 
construction is so simple that any one 
of average brightness can operate them.

ada thistles can be more easily tilled 
by mulching than in any other way.

If any coinc through the straw 
covering, do not cut them off or pull up 
the stalka hut \X:M down and cover 
deeper. If tbis is done faithfully for one 
summer the roots wi'l be completely 
smothered before fall. It is much easier 
and cheaper to destroy a small patch in 
this way than by cultivating them, 
which only breiks up the roots and 
causes each pirjrv. to grow with new 
vigor. In fact, eve? where cultivation 
has been tried as a remMy, we h.ive al- 
ways found the best success by covering 
farh Rrpcii shoot with moisc soil so soon 
a* it appears above- the sarfaco.—Amer- 
ican Cultivator. 


The eclipse of the sun to which as- 


tronomers arc looking forward with the 
eagerness of schoolboys occurs Aug. 9.

German millet and Hungarian 
grass are the most desirable sorta, as the 
leafage is heavy and the heads large- 
Prcpire the ground as for oats, Bowing 
broadcast or iu drills, at the rate of one- 
half to one bushel per acre, allowing CO 
or 70 days for full development If there 
is sufficient moisture in the ground to 
give the plants a good start, considera- 
ble drought c:m be withstood. To make 
pood hay, cut as soon as the, heads begin 
to appear. Allow to lie until partially 
cured, then rake into windrows and al- 
low to remain until thoroughly dried 
on'. Then ?;ack, or store in barns. The 
c rop answers well for soiling or putting 
into the silo. 


\Yliere a grain catch crop is desired 


nothing is superior to buckwheat. It 
furnishes excellent l-ee pasture, as it be 
gins to blossom early ajid continues, if 
permitted, until cold weather. Plow tlie 
jrround three or four inches deap, and 
aO'.v either with drill or broadcast, at 
the rate of two to five pecks per acre.
